RECITAL ON ORGAN 
BY HERBERT WILD 
A MUSICAL TREAT

In the presence of a large audience, 
gathered together under the auspices 
of the Women's Musical club, Herbert 
Wild, assisted by Robert L. Bateman, 
appeared in an organ recital in Rob 
erteon Presbyterian church Saturday 
afternoon. 

None will gainsay that Mr. Wild 
4s a most accomplished organist. On 
this ‘occasion, playing’ on his jown 
church instrument, he surpassed all 
his previous efforts heard by the writ- 
er. Throughout the whole of the 
jlengthy and somewhat exacting prs- 


gran, Mr. Wild displayed an adroit 
and authoritative mastery of his in- 
strument, and a highly developea 


'sense of musicianly skill. 

This was most noticeable in Bach's 
“prelude and Fugue in “D" Minor.” 
| In the hands of a less skillful player,

Scarce- 
jly less praiseworthy was the inter 
pretation of Mendelssohn's “Sonata in 
“A" Major’, No. 8. Here Mr. Wild's 
treatment of the expoMMion and de- 
velopment of the thematic material 
was especially good. There is no 
melody in music more lovely than an 
Adogio of Beethoven work, and of 
these none are more beautiful than 
that of the Sonata No. 18. For nat 
uralness and sheer pleasure, Mr. 
Wild's playing could not have been 
improved upon. Gounod's splendid 
“Marche Militaire’, and Lemmeus'’ 
“Ite Missa Est" showed vary!ng pow- 
ers and abilities of the player. 


In “It ts Enough" Robert lL. Bate- 
man was heard at his best.

Not 
that there should be any slacken- 
ing of public interest in the Ed- 
monton family that is in need, or 
in the citizen who wants work and 
cannot find it. Nor any lack of 
organised means for locating and 
investigating such cases, and for 
distributing what relief funds may 
be available and what work is to 
be found. 

But there is a very positive dan- 
ger in spreading abroad an _ im- 
pression that an elaborate scheme 
is being built up here for dispens- 
ing doles and providing jobs on a 
wholesrle scale and at the public 
expense.
